The Mind-Readers 


(From Charles R. Fleischmann, 
New York City) 

The great agitation to protect the 
innocent horseplayer who bets on a 2-year- 
old first-time starter without knowing any- 
thing about it except that it is No. 5 on 
the program. seems to me to be the height 
of mawkishness. I happen always to have 
held extremely vigorous views on the ques- 
tion of giving my horses qualifying races 
and not once in the 1.304 races in which I 
have participated have I. or my trainer (in 
so far as I know), given orders to the 
jockey for “an easy race.” 

In spite of this, I cannot see any good 
reason why an owner who has a first-time 
starter of any age, which he thinks will 
develop with racing experience, should be 
expected to give the jockey instructions to 
get every ounce of speed out of his mount 
at the first asking, or even in its second, 
third or fourth start. Nobody forces the 
innocent horseplayer to bet—he is just 
taking the usual chance inherent in every 
race. 

To show how little—in fact how prac- 
tically nothing—the average  race-goer 
knows about training a horse or about 
getting it fit by a certain date for a 
particular race, is exemplified by his 
ridiculous suggestion to have non-betting 
races open to only non-ready horses pro- 
grammed for a day or so before the betting 
race in which these horses are to run. 
Such a non-betting race would be a top- 
ranking farce which would offer a great 
temptation to some owners or trainers to 
enter entirely fit horses. hide their form 
by giving them an easy race but still 
arrange to have them finish sufficiently 
close to the winer to enable them to start 
their horse in the betting race. 

It seems to me that there is a lot of 
mawkish, misplaced sympathy oozing from 
all the literary pores of the authors of 
many articles in newspapers and maga- 
zines for the innocent. abused. cheated, and 
taken-advantage-of horseplayer. Of course 
I well know (I'll say this first before I 
get jumped on). that it is the general 
public that keeps racing alive. and for 
this generous action I am duly thankful. 
for I don’t know what I would do with my 


spare time, of which I have plenty. if I 
did not have the opportunity of spending 
a pleasant afternoon (and usually some 
money). by a visit to the race track. 

I am fortunate enough to know and to 
be on friendly terms with a great many 
owners whose interest in racing is purely 
sporting, money being no object, or if so, 
not very importantly. I also know a great 
many to whom it is most important. not 
only to make ends meet but to have the 
stable show a handsome profit at the end 
of the year, or preferably at the end of each 
month. or even week. 

Then there is the great host of race- 
goers most of whom attend the races with 
only one object in mind: to go home a 
winner—by hook or by crook. And I say 
this advisedly. for I have often sat in the 
midst of this hoi polloi, which shouts 
“Foul” without having the slightest idea of 
what horse, if any. may or may not have 
fouled some other horse, or at what point 
of the race a possible foul took place. 

These horse lovers are also mind-read- 
ers: they can always tell when a jockey 
commits a deliberate foul. they can see the 
jockeys signaling or talking to each other. 
though they have no field glasses. They 
don’t know either the jockey’s colors or 
the color of the horse. They don’t know 
whether it wears blinkers, or the color of 
the blinkers, or whether it is bandaged in 
front or behind—in fact all the average 
race-goer knows (sometimes) is the horse’s 
number (“Come on, you No. 7! !’). 

If his horse loses, he proclaims in a 
loud voice that the owner or trainer had 
given orders to the jockey to pull the so- 
and-so, that the owner or trainer or jockey 
had a good bet down on the winner. that 
it was a boat-race. etc.. etc.. ad infinitum. 
But if his selection wins, then the horse 
lover thinks racing is a noble sport and 
entirely on the level—everybody connected 
with it is a gentleman as well as a paragon 
of virtue and the goose hangs high (until 
the next losing bet). 

There are of course a great many other 
people attending races not included in the 
above sumary. They are the good sports 
who are there for the outing and the 
excitement and thrill. They take their 
losses philosophically and if they win they 
are pleased and probably surprised. But 
winning or losing, their attitude toward 
racing does not change. They realize that 
there is such a thing as racing luck which 
may beat the best horse and that a great 
many things may happen during a race 
that 99 people out of a 100 cannot or do 
not see,

Champions Take a Slugging; 
A Bold Plan Awaits Decision 


Belmont Park has opened its own 
World Series: 25 days of racing for 
more than $1,300,000. There were a lot 
of questions to be settled about many 
horses, and the 1%-mile track seemed 
just the place to do it. But so far nothing 
has been settled. 

Just when divisional championships 
were begininng to take solid form they 
were blown apart. Before Belmont opened 
Nashua found that it was a tough assign- 
ment to give Summer Tan 4 pounds at 
615 furlongs. As a matter of fact, it was 
such a task that the big Belair colt 
couldn’t do it. They will meet at level 
weights in the Futurity, but it will take 
quite a bit of running to erase the memor,§ 
of Nashua chucking it in on the turn and 
then coming on again under the insistence 
of his rider, Eddie Arcaro. 

Moving up a year, Errard King looked 
like a poll-taker’s answer when he won 
the Classic and American Derby. There 
finally was one 3-year-old able to take 2 
big races. But this one was unable to 
take the 130 pounds tossed on him in the 
Jerome Handicap, and Mrs. Jan Burke’s 
Martyr graduated to the stakes-winning 
class. Errard King now joins the other 
members of the split-it-up-evenly school, 
which seems to dominate the 3-year-olds.

Nothing should be taken away from 
Martyr’s win, however. The son of By 
Jimminy won by 9 lengths and looked 
like he could have won by 90. Trainer 
Carey Winfrey is going to try him again 
in the one-mile Woodward Stakes and 
then head for the Santa Anita Maturity. 

Two Westerners had poor luck in their 
New York debuts: King Ranch’s Rejected 
couldn’t keep up with Bicarb in the New 
York Handicap, and Sir Mango had the 
same trouble with High Gun in the one- 
mile Sysonby Stakes. It was the first win 
for Bicarb in stakes company but old 
hat to High Gun, the Belmont winner. 
High Gun did surprise many, however. 
in his ability to sprint as Arcaro sneaked 
through along the rail and took the lead 
after a half-mile. 


THE BIG PLAN. The “new” track 
was a leading controversial subject in 
the metropolitan area, where the last 
change of any great physical consequence 
was arrival of mutuels in 1940. Belmont 
had opened in 1905, Jamaica in 1903, and 
Aqueduct in 1894, and little had been 
done to change their original formats 
except for adaptation to mutuel betting. 

“Where is it going to be?” and “Who 
is going to run it?” were the two main 
questions which everybody had asked. 
Proponents of the Greater New York 
Racing Association had the answers: Bel- 
mont Park and The Jockey Club. 

As was brought out in the first state- 
ment by The Jockey Club, the basic idea 
was a non-profit association in New York 
which would rebuild Belmont and Sara- 
toga at a cost of $18,000,000—providing 
it could take all the racing dates. This 


would, of course, mean the purchase of 
the other 2 operating associations, Jamaica 
and Aqueduct, before the plan could be 
put into effect, and possibly a change in 
the racing law as it now stands. 


OCTOBER 2, 1954 


It seemed clear that the purpose of 
the plan was to preserve a high class of 
racing in New York, and it was brought 
out that any other plan which seemed 
more feasible would be just as acceptable 
to the group. Some felt that the plan 
would throw control of New York racing 
into the hands of too few and that free en- 
terprise was the answer. Free enterprise 
has operated the tracks in New York for 
quite some time, and with a 4 per cent 
take-out was unable to finance a new 
venture. 

The plan’s secondary aim seems to be 
to reduce the tax on the bettors in the 
State from its present high of 15 per cent. 
It is honed that the committee will be 
able to show in plain arithmetic how much 
more money the State treasury will re- 
ceive if the tax is lowered. The only 
take-out on the track’s part would be for 
operating fees (purses, salaries, etc.) and 
the amortization of the loan. All the 
other revenue from the betting dollar 
would go to the State. 


The lone development of the week came 
when the racing commission, headed by 
Ashley T. Cole, announced that it had 
received the plan and would confer with 
The Jockey Club committee before any 
further announcement. Jamaica and 
Aqueduct stockholders then will make up 
their minds about offers that may be re- 
ceived for their stock. Only when the 
stock is actually transferred for cash will 
the way be clear for definite action. 


SUSPENDED TO OCT. 30 


The California Horse Racing Board on 
September 27 ordered that Andrew J. 
Crevolin’s suspension remain in effect until 
October 30. 

Crevolin was suspended from racing on 
September 2, approximately 2 weeks after 
publication of an interview with THE 
Bioop-Horse. The board took exception to 
statements made by Crevolin and dropped 
him from racing pending this week’s hear- 
ing,

Hits a Stakes 


CHICAGO 

Kenneth D. Kepler hails from Wyoming. 
It may be pure coincidence that he 
resembles the long. lean. serious-minded 
hero of a Western story who had the best 
horse between the Pecos and Jackson's 
Hole, Kepler had the best horse between 
the starting gate and the finish of the 11x,- 
mile. $50.000 Charles W. Bidwill Memorial 
Handicap at Hawthorne on September 25. 

Kepler is no ordinary cow poke. He has 
a college education. studied to be a phy- 
sician. but wound up being a trainer of 
race horses. In the vernacular of the race 
track. he appears to be the “best horse” 
in a big operation run by the Nebraska 
rancher and horse trader. Marion H. Van- 
Berg. a perennial among leading owners 
and trainers in the number of races won. 

Like his well known rival William Hal 
Bishop. the former mule dealer from Anna. 
Illinois. VanBerg usually is near the top 
of leading owners and trainers through 
sheer strength of numbers of winning 
horses. Seldom does either have a stakes 
horse. They specialize in selling platers. 
or. at best. horses capable of winning 
medium-class allowance races, 

Unlike Bishop. who concentrates his 
stable at one track. always in Illinois 
during the season. VanBerg has so many 
horses he splits his stable into 2. some- 
times 3. divisions. with Illinois and 
Michigan being the principal scenes of 
activity. He trains one division himself. 
turns some of his horses over to Kepler, 
who also trains a few for himself and 
other owners. 

Vantage. a 5-year-old chestnut gelding. 
by Okapi out of Gold Crest. by King Cole. 
bred by Howard Ovcts and James Cox 
Brady. was one of the horses which Van- 
Berg this year shipped back and_ forth 
between his own division at Detroit and 
Kepler's string in Chicago. On September 
6 Vantage won an overnight handicap at 
ji; miles at Hazel Park. then wes vanned 
to Hawthorne. where he had been entered 
for the $25.000 Chicago Handicap on the 
grass course. 

Vantage won. heating Precious Stone a 
head. Excepting a minor stakes at Wheel- 
ing a couple of years ago. the Chicago 
Handicap was Vantage’s first stakes 
victory. He was also the first stakes winner 
ever saddled by Kepler in a rather long 
career as trainer, 

Eleven horses started for the Bidwill 
Handicap. Smackover, Little Imp. and 


Vagabond King outbroke Vantage. but the 
VanBerg gelding was soon in front and 
was never headed. Jockey Johnny Heck- 
mann rated him perfectly in making the 
pace while retaining a lead of about 2 
lengths. winning by that margin. with 
Little Imp second. Vagabond King third, 
the latter's stablemate. the 3-year-old 
Hassevampa. fourth. 

In the winner’s circle Kepler brushed 
the tears from his eyes and tried to 
swallow the lump in his threat when 
Charles and William Bidwill, sons of the 
late sports promoter for whom the race is 
named. placed the blanket of roses across 
Vantage’s withers. 

“I've won a lot of races with those old 
cheap horses. but I never won a race like 
this.” Kepler said. VanBerg had claimed 
Vantage for $6.500. The gelding has won 
23 races. earned $153.172. He took down 
$39.500 for winning the Bidwill Handicap.

Salute. War Age tired badly in the last furlong, 
and Duc de Fer regained the lead at the sixteenth- 
pole. He proved unable to hold off Skipper Bill, 
which won by a length, going away. I Salute failed 
by a nose to take second from Duc de Fer. 

Skipper Bill carried 112 pounds, and by the 
scale received a 10-pound concession from Duc de 
Fer. 

Foaled March 31, 1950, at John W. Galbreath’s 
Darby Dan Farm, Lexington, Skipper Bill has 
done all his racing for Darby Dan. At 2 he 
finished second in the Coral Gables Handicap and

third in the De Soto Handicap. Last year he won 
the Pageant Handicap at Atlantic City, finished 
second in the Ocean City Handicap and third in 
the Select and Princeton Handicaps and the Hibis- 
cus Stakes.

Stranglehold and Berseem were ranked well 
above the other 5 starters in the Peninsula Handi- 
cap by handicapper Barry Whitehead and_ the 
Tanforan bettors. As is his custom, Berseem went 
to the front immediately, and, after 4 furlongs. 
he was 3 lengths in front of Duke’s Lea, although 
the Calumet colt was beginning to show signs of 
life. Stranglehold, always a slow starter, was last. 
Duke’s Lea caught Berseem with a furlong to go. 
but he could not get the lead, and Berseem held on 
to win by a neck. Stranglehold closed well to 
finish third, 2 lengths behind Duke’s Lea. 

Berseem ran the 6 furlongs in 1:09%, a new track 
record. The former record was 1:10%, set by 
*Indian Hemp in May, 1953. 

The Peninsula was the second straight stakes 
win for Berseem, winner of the $15,000-added

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A NEW PEDIGREE MYSTERY 


When Was Lexington’s Dam 
Bred to Lexington’s Sire? 


by Kent Hollingsworth 


Editor's note. 


The following article was written nearly 2 years ago, in- 
tended as one of a series on “America’s Great Stallions.” 


A period of military 


service interrupted Mr. Hollingsworth’s work on a favorite hobby, and the 
series never got beyond the first horse, Boston, on which 2 articles were 


published in 1952. 


Hollingsworth, now studying for a law degree at the 


University of Kentucky, has not yet found the answer to the mystery posed by 
the absence of Alice Carneal from the list of mares bred to Boston in 1849. 


Lexington stands alone as the foremost 
progenitor in the annals of the American 
Turf. Foaled a century ago, his blood is 
present in virtually every outstanding 
horse of today. 

One Count, Native Dancer, Crafty Ad- 
miral, Real Delight, Mark - Ye-Well, 
Straight Face, and Sweet Patootie all 
carry the name of Lexington in their 
pedigrees. 

The following list of America’s Best 
Horses appeared in the April 22, 1934, 
issue of the New York Herald Tribune: 
Man o’ War. Sysonby, Colin, Hanover, 
Exterminator. Hindoo, Salvator, Domino, 
Commando, Artful, Equipoise, Luke 
Blackburn, Firenze, Miss Woodford, 
Kingston, Ben Brush, Imp, Regret, Twen- 
ty Grand, and Broomstick. All but Syson- 
by. which was imported in utero, are de- 
scendants of Lexington. 

Lexington led the list of American 
sires for 16 years, 14 of which were in 
succession. No other stallion in the world 
has approached this mark. England’s St. 
Simon led the list nine times, Hermit and 
Stockwell seven, Polymelus and Hyperion 
on five occasions. 

Lexington was also an outstanding race 
horse. In three seasons he won six of 
seven starts, including the Great State 
Post Stakes at New Orleans, and a race 
against time, in which he set a new world 
mark for four miles. 

Despite the unquestionable excellence 
of Lexington himself, there is consider- 
able uncertainty concerning his ancestry. 
His dam, Alice Carneal, has been the 
subject of extensive genealogical research, 
none of which established conclusively 
all the links between her and the Gen- 
eral Stud Book. 

Moreover. some evidence is presented 
herewith which raises doubt as to wheth- 
er Alice Carneal was ever mated to Bos- 
ton, the reputed sire of Lexington, dur- 
ing the 1849 season which preceded Lex- 
ington’s foaling on March 17, 1850. Or 
perhaps we should say that it raises a 
question as to the omission of this mat- 
ing from an otherwise apparently com- 
plete record. 


Alice Carneal, a bay mare foaled in 
1836, was bred by Dr. Elisha Warfield, of 
Lexington, Ky. She was a nervous mare, 
which burned up the greater part of her 
energy prior to the running of a race, 
and as a consequence won only once in 
three seasons of campaigning. Dr. War- 
field insisted that at home Alice Carneal 
was superior to any horse he ever bred 
or owned, but when drawn for a race she 
would sweat freely, tremble. and become 
extremely nervous and excited. 


She produced 12 foals. of which Lex- 
ington, Umpire (by Lecomte) Lavender 
(by Wagner). Maid of Orleans (by Ber- 
thune), and Waxy (by Buford) were all 
of high class. She was truly one of the 
matriarchs of the American Turf. 


Her pedigree, however. was attacked 
from the very day Lexington won his 
first race. When Richard Ten Broeck 
purchased her great son from Dr. War- 
field in 1853, he sent a rundown on her 
pedigree to the Spirit of the Times, to 
which he thought it necessary to add in 
a postscript: “Dr. Warfield is one of the 
most wealthy and respectable gentlemen 
in Kentucky .... the pedigree of Lex- 
ington is certified by his former owner, 
a gentleman without reproach.” 


Bruce’s official pedigree. which ap- 
pears in Vol. I American Stud Book, page 
163, traces Lexington’s maternal line in 
the following manner:

Aside from a small squabble over Robin 
Gray, the sire of Lexington’s third dam, 
which might have been a half-bred horse. 
the main controversy is over the eighth 
darn, by Jack of Diamonds. There is ne 
conclusive evidence that a Jack of 
Diamonds ever existed. 


(Editor's note: Early American Turj 
Stock, volume I, by Fairfax Harrison, re- 
cites seven pedigrees tracing to a horse 


variously identified as Jack of Diamonds, | 
imported Jack of Diamonds, Diamond, Old | 


Diamond, and Spotswood’s Old Diamond. — 


As with many other “bred” horses import- 
ed to North America before the General 
Stud Book was compiled in England, the 
record of his ancestry cannot be estab- 
lished with certainty. Harrison conjectures, 
largely from the evidence in early adver- 
tisements, that *Diamond, alias *Jack of 
Diamonds, was foaled in England in 1754, 
was by Young Hautboy (son of Old Fox) 
out of Warren’s Diamond mare (dam of 
Warren’s Camillus, GSB, vol. I, p. 77), 
by Grisewood’s North Country Diamond; 
that he ran once, in 1758, as “Lord Cra- 
ven’s c.” but missed inclusion in GSB 
because he was not further identified by 
Heber in the 1758 race; that he came to 
Virginia, possibly in 1758 and stood in 


the Rappahanock Valley until he died, © 


about 1770. 


(Harrison admits that he presents “argu- 
ment, not evidence; but whatever may be 
its probative value by way of identifica- 
tion, the fact remains that the historicity 
of an imported colt called ‘Diamond alias 
Jack of Diamonds’ is as well vouched for 
as that of any of the English horses which 
covered in America before the practice of 
stallions advts. had become uniformly 
established; or. it may be added, of many 
individuals among the earliest of the Eng- 
lish turf stock which are accepted because 
they are recited in subsequent pedigrees. 
Equine genealogy has never been an exact 
science.” ) 

Around 1820 Dr. Warfield acquired 
from Robert Sanders of Scott County, 
Kentucky. the mare Lady Gray. In 1823, 
after she had produced two foals, a doubt 
arose concerning the extension of her 
pedigree, and, as Mr. Sanders had died, 
Dr. Warfield obtained a_ statement of 
oral tradition from Benjamin Wharton, 
who had bred Lady Gray’s granddam, the 
mare by *Highflyer. 

Mr. Wharton traced the pedigree: 
Maria, by Melzar: her dam by *High- 
flyer: granddam by Fearnought: ggdam 
by Ariel: gggdam by Jack of Diamonds: 
her dam by Old Diamond—the last two 
imported by General Spotswood of Vir- 
ginia. Thirty years later, when Dr. War- 
field gave the pedigree to Mr. Ten Broeck, 
he added. “... dam by Jack of Diamonds: 
out of Old Diamond, imported by General 
Spotswood of Virginia and got by Cullen 
Arabian.” 

There is known only one mare im- 
ported by General Spotswood during that 
period which could even vaguely fit the 
pattern fixed by tradition and accepted 
by the American Stud Book. This mare 
was by the Cullen Arabian, and was called 
Duchess, and also Diana, which might 
have been corrupted to Diamond. 

General Spotswood did have a *Dia-

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mond, but it was a male. He could well 
be the Jack of Diamonds in the pedigree, 
for Diana had the opportunity to be 
mated either with Spotswood’s *Diamond 
or Brent’s Ariel. 

The bulk of evidence would seem to 
point in this direction, but of course, at 
this late date. it provides nothing more 
conclusive than a calculated guess. 

Now., concerning Lexington’s paternity, 
a puzzling discrepancy was revealed by 
a study of the farm book of Equira Farm 


in Woodford County, Kentucky. where 
Boston stood during his final three sea- 
sons at stud. It provides no positive record 
of Alice Carneal’s ever having been mated 
with Boston. 

Copy and notes on “A list of Mayrs 
bred to Boston for the Year 1849,” taken 
from the E. M. Blackburn farm book. are 
presented herewith. Colonel Blackburn 
noted in the margin every tenth mare bred 
to Boston—as was his practice in compil- 
ing the books of other stallions on his 


farm—and as Boston’s list comprises 
some 57 mares and almost daily covers 
through June 8. it is difficult to explain 
how Alice Carneal was bred without be- 
ing listed. 

Lexington was foaled March 17. 1850, 
and according to Dr. Warfield was a big, 
husky colt from the start. It was this 
sturdiness and pronounced strength which 
prompted him to name the colt Darley, 
after the great foundation sire, which Dr. 
Warfield fancied he resembled. Thus it

Monday Night, Nov. 1 
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To check and double-check the 
identity of horses in competition, of- 
fictals in New York use the lip- 
tattoo, natural markings, and a system 
in which chestnuts, or night-eyes, are 
used in the same manner as human 
fingerprints. A report on the lip-tattoo- 
ing program, under the direction of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, was given in THE BLoop- 
Horse of July 17, page 162. The 
photographs shown here, obtained 
through the courtesy of John A. 
Murphy and Jerry O'Grady, of the 
Pinkerton offices in New York, illus- 
trute the manner of assembling and 
classifying fool-proof data for identi- 
fication, 

N ORDER to get up to date on The 

Jockey Club Universal Horse Identifica- 
tion System, drop back a few weeks to the 
annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of State Racing Commissioners at 
Asbury Park, N. J. The speaker is Jerome 
V. O'Grady, assistant to the president of 
Pinkerton’s National Detective Agency: 

“This system is called The Jockey Club 
System of Universal Horse Identification. 
While this system had its start approxi- 
mately 15 years ago, it was only a year 
ago that Dr. James J. Manning. noted 
criminologist, known throughout the coun- 
try for his laboratory techniques of crime 
detection and crime prevention, announced 
to the racing world after approximately 2 
years of study that Thoroughbreds could 
be positively identified one from the other 
by their natural marks in a manner 
analogous to the positive identification 
of humans by their natural marks. namely. 
fingerprints.” 

O'Grady showed a group of typical 
photos. taken as long as 15 years ago on 
the New York tracks. These set forth the 
earliest efforts on the part of any racing 
body to devise a system of horse identifica- 
tion as a weapon against substitutions. He 
pointed out that “these early photographs, 
although they did not include chestnut 
photos, exemplified forcefully the old 
axiom that ‘one picture is worth ten 
thousand words’.” 

One of the earliest chestnut photos 
revealed that when this phase of The Jockey 
Club system of identification started only 
one outstanding chestnut was photographed 
on each horse. Said O'Grady: “It was 
recognized at an early date that chestnuts 
presented, insofar as the horse family is 
concerned, a distinctive mark. Later the 
conclusion was reached that if one chest- 
nut was helpful in identifying a horse, 
that photographs of the series of 4 appear- 
ing on the legs of the animal would provide 
proportionately greater security. . . It was 
at this point in the development of the 
chestnut system that Dr. James J. Manning 
was introduced to me by a former associate 
of mine in the FBI. While all officials

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familiar with the system were convinced 
the New York system provided a foolproof 
method of identification. we were still 
searching for the formula by which these 
chestnuts and marks would be classified.” 
Dr. Manning said he could do this. 

O'Grady said that Mr. Robert A. Pink- 
erton. president of the detective agency. 
was delighted to learn that this outstanding 
criminologist had developed a method of 
classification. “Mr. Pinkerton. as some of 
vou no doubt realize. possesses one of the 
oldest sets of racing colors. although they 
are inactive at this time. Mr. Pinkerton has 
a genuine interest in Thoroughbred racing 
and because of his love of the sport and 
his personal conviction concerning the 
superiority of this system. has spent 
thousands of dollars to assist in establish- 
ing this system of identification. He has 
done so in the spirit of making a contribu- 
tion to the security of racing.” 

O'Grady showed the precison photo- 
graphic equipment employed in this 
system—a Leica camera with a fixed focus 
and stroboscopic light. He pointed out that 
the camera produced life size pictures of 
the chestnuts. 

Classification of the chestnuts is based 
upon two factors. he explained, First. the 
shape of the chestnut is determined by 
reference to a chart devised by Dr. Mann- 
ing setting forth 26 shape categories into 
which all chestnut shapes fall. These cate- 
gories are given a letter value from A to Z.

The second factor of the classification. 
the numerical value. is determined by 
measuring the area of the chestnut with a 
planimeter, a precision instrument well 
known to draftsmen and engineers. This 
measurement provides the numerical factor 
for each chestnut. For instance. should the 
chestnut on the right fore leg of the horse 
fall into the shape category H and _ its 
area measurement be computed as 10. 


the classification for that right fore leg 
would be H 10. 

(This detail may be observed in the 
composite photograph of the Thoroughbred 
Pyrenees. The classification sets forth G 
11 on the left fore leg; A 12 the right 
fore leg: P 5 left hind leg: and A 5 right 
hind leg. This classification is obtained in 
a manner described above. On examination 
of the chestnut on the left fore leg it was 
found that the shape conforms to the G 
category on Dr, Manning’s chart. and the 
11 is the factor obtained from the measure- 
ment of the chestnut with the planimeter. ) 


Dr. Manning has adapted The Jockey 
Club “Breeders Guide.” employed by 
breeders when they submit the marks on 
foals at the time of applying for foal 
certificates. For example, he has reduced 
to a numerical code the amount of white- 
ness appearing on each horse’s head and 
legs. Distinctive marks. such as cowlicks, 
dimples. and hair lines have been given 
numerical values. as have the typical horse 
colors of bay. brown. black, chestnut. gray, 
and roan. 

As O'Grady pointed out, “a horse can 
be completely photographed and entered 
in the system in as little as 90 seconds 
and without any disturbance to the most 
fractious animal.” 

“Tracks throughout the country operat- 
ing without the benefit of The Jockey Club 
System of Universal Horse Identification 
unfortunately sometimes have no descrip-

Under such circumstances an identifier 
on a track. working without the benefit 
of the New York system. is handicapped. 

“Although we are convinced that chest- 
nuts. as now classified by Dr. Manning, 
provide a positive means of identification 
for members of the horse population. we 
are nevertheless continuing to record all 
other marks and to photograph the horses 
for both front and side views.” O'Grady 
said. 

Dr. Manning himself made this state- 


ment: “From my studies of the horse 
identification today, The 
Jockey Club System of Universal Horse 
Identification employed in New York is 


systems used 


the only one that provides positive identi- 
fication in a manner analogous to human 
identification by. fingerprinting, My ex- 
perience in the field of identification 
dictates the conclusion that reliance should 
not be placed solely upon any system of 
artificial marks, such as brands and 
tattoos, for the obvious reason they are 
man-made marks and therefore are capable 
of duplication on other animals. It has 
also come to my attention that. in a num- 
her of instances, tattoos on the lips of 


horses have deteriorated to the point where 
they cannot be read and are therefore of 
no value to an identifier. 

“No police agency in the world, to my 
knowledge, will positively identify a 
human by a tattoo number or design on 
the body. Police departments, for positive 
identification, rely on the natural marks 
made by fingerprint impressions. It is my 
sincere belief that the racing industry 
eventually will require an equal degree of 
care in the identification of Thorough- 
breds.” 

It has been pointed out that the net 
increase in cost to a track adopting the 
system would be in the neighborhood of 
$50 per day.

England’s Second, Ireland’s First 


Laurel Race Course last week announced 
the names of 2 more European horses 
whose owners have accepted the invitation 
to run in the 114-mile Washington. D. C.. 
International on November 3. F. W, 
Dennis’ King of the Tudors will represent 
England. along with Queen Elizabeth’s 3- 
year-old Landau. Terence J. S. Gray's 
Zarathustra will come from Ireland, 

Zarathustra. a 3-year-old black colt by 
Persian Gulf—Salvia. by Sansovino, train- 
ed at the Curragh by Mike Hurley. won 
3 of his 5 starts last year. and this year 
is Ireland’s best 3-year-old. winner of the 
Derby and St. Leger. He was expected to 
run in the Prix de Are de Triomphe at 
Longchamp October 3. 

King of the Tudors. 4-year-old chest- 
nut colt by Tudor Minstrel—Glen Line. by 
Blue Peter, trained by William Stephen- 
son, won his only start at 2. the 6-fur- 
long Buckenham Stakes. At 3 last year 
he was ranked below Pinza, Aureole. 
Premonition, and Nearula in the 144-mile 
Free Handicap. but only Nearula was con- 
sidered superior to him at a mile, His 2 
victories, in the Sussex and Knight’s Royal 
Stakes. were both at that distance. He also 
finished second in the Cambridgeshire. 
third in the Irish Two Thousand Guineas. 
and fourth in the English Two Thousand 
Guineas. in which he got a very poor start. 

This year King of the Tudors finished 
unplaced in his first 2 starts. then carried 
top weight and was beaten a short head in 
the Royal Hunt Cup at Ascot. He won his 
next 3 starts, the Bottisham Stakes. one 
mile. at Newmarket; the Eclipse Stakes. 
1144 miles. at Sandown, carrying 133 
pounds and beating the 3-year-olds Darius 
and Landau and 3 others; and the Rose of 
York Stakes. one mile, at York, beating 
Tip the Bottle by 5 lengths. with Orgoglio 
third. In the one-mile Knight’s Royal 
Stakes of September 25 King of the Tudors 
finished last, on a muddy track. Though 
his distance capacity is suspect in England, 
his class may be enough to make him 
favorite for the International. 


Gulfstream Trims Stakes Program 


Sixteen stakes. with an added value of 
$287.500. have been announced for the 
1955 Gulfstream Park meeting, which will 
open March 4, 1955. Headlining the pro- 
gram again will be the $100.000-added 
Florida Derby ($100,000 guaranteed to 
the winner). which will be run March 26.

At the moment 
Gendarme has Australia scared—I mean 
the connections of Australian horses with 
an eye on the big spring events, just 
around the corner. 


Gendarme is one of the big contingent 
of New Zealand horses engaged in the 
main events of the spring. including the 
Epsom Handicap. 1 mile, and the Metro- 
politan, 13 furlongs, the feature races of 
the Australian Jockey Club’s spring 
carnival in early October. to reach a climax 
with the Caulfield Cup. 144 miles and 
the Melbourne Cup, 2 miles (first Tues- 
day in November.) 


On September 4 in New Zealand, 
Gendarme, carrying 135 pounds won the 
Avondale Cup, 11 furlongs, in a style which 
justified his favoritism for the Metropolitan 
to be run at Randwick, Sydney, on October 
9. In this race he is asked to carry 127 
pounds. He is a hot favorite. followed in 
the market by the 5-year-old Advocate, 
which as a 3-year-old ran second to Carioca 
in the Sydney Cup. 2 miles, after having 
won the Victoria Derby. 


New Zealanders declare that Gendarme 
is at least the equal of Beau Vite. which 
won the Metropolitan in 1940 and twice 
started favorite for the Melbourne Cup, in 
which he finished fourth in 1940 and third 
in 1941. 


Gendarme’s sire is Ruthless, by Hyper- 
ion out of Correa (Coronach-Ranai). His 
dam, Sal. is by Salmagundi (Phalaris 
—Salamandra) out of Venite (Tractor- 
Andante). Ruthless gave great promise as 
a race horse. but could not be raced be- 
cause he cut himself when he galloped. He 
is now a leading sire in New Zealand. The 
family of Gendarme, a branch of the No. 
2 group. went to New Zealand through 
Hammock, a mare bred in 1871. 


Other New Zealanders threatening to 
carry away the prize money this spring 
include, a champion 4-year-old mare called 
Surprise Ending, a dyed-in-the-wool stay- 
er which is now in Melbourne preparing 
for the Melbourne Cup. Then there are the 
stable pair Rising Fast (Alonzo—Faster)

OBITUARY 


Harry N. Isenberg 


Harry N. Isenberg, president of the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion for 2 terms (1943-45), died September 
20 at his Los Angeles home, after a long 
illness which had caused him to disperse 
his Thoroughbred holdings in 1953. 

Mr. Isenberg, a native of Colorado, was 
born October 24, 1878. His first business 
venture was a cleaning and pressing shop 
in Denver, and a little later he made a 
fortune in oil. In 1920 he retired from 
business, moved to Los Angeles, and in- 
vested much of his capital in real estate 
there. 

He bought his first race horses in 1933, 
and ran them under the name of Iron 
Mountain Stable. In 1940 he bought a 
ranch at Riverside, Calif., and established 
his own Thoroughbred breeding operation 
there. *Justice F; and the home-bred Iron 
Hills were stallions at Iron Mountain 
Ranch. Among the numerous winners bred 
at the ranch in recent years the 
stakes winners Double F. F. and Audacious 
Man.
